* ’ Finance more than to be able to tell people 
that their taxes will be reduced. Tbit is the happy 
position in which Hon. James A. Robb baa been 
in presenting His last three budgets at Ottawa. He 
kept up his reputation for doing things well when 
be produced his annual statement yesterday, and 
the country will give it a hearty welcome. 

There are a number of satisfactory features in 
the budget which are entitled to special study. 
These ere a ten per cent, reduction in the personal 
income tax, an eight per cent reduction in the 
business income tax, a twenty-five per cent, reduc¬ 
tion in the sales tax, and certain reductions in the 
import duties on a wide range of articles—relief in 
the aggregate amounting to nearly $19,000,000. 
In addition to these cuts the Minister of Finance 
was able to report that the year’s trading would 
show a surplus of some $55,000,000 which, after 
the writing down of the valuation of soldier settle¬ 
ment lands, would leave a net balance on the right 
side of the ledger amounting to $38,000,000.
